NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. The "Uniform Ambulance Ordinance" known as 
Bill No. G-82-05-30, Ordinance G-16-82 is hereby corrected so that 
all references therein to Ind. Stats. §16-1-32 et seq. now read as 
Ind. Stats. §16-1-39 et seq. 

SECTION 2. That the change herein made, as resolved 
by this Council, is not a change in the substantive content of 
said Ordinance but rather is a change simply to correct a scriv¬ 
ener's and/or typographical error as contained in said Ordinance, 


as described herein. 

SECTION 3. That the City Clerk is hereby empowered 
and instructed to change the "Uniform Ambulance Ordinance" and 
the Muncipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana so that said 
Ordinance and Code reflect the changes herein resolved.
